Those who are able to
pay for medieal and surgical treatment and nursing «hould do so but
the unfortunate individual who is suffering and without funds should
have a place to go where he can have the same opportunity as the
more fortunate individual who can pay. In our opinion, one of the
most important branches of hospital work is the charity ward. A
sick or suffering person without funds or friends always exeites our
pity and sympathy. Those who give of their money for the new
building will be glad to know that this part of the work will be and
has been given much attention by the sisters in charge of the hospital.
Otu of cleven hundred eases cared for at the hospital a total of two
hundred and thirty-nine were ‘‘charity’’ cases. Our doetors have
been very fair in giving of their time and serviees in helping eare for
the unfortunates.

The completion of the new building, with a well-organized staff
of physicians an dsurgeons in the city, with the privilege extended to
outside doetors of bringing in their patients, will make Alliance the
medical and surgical center of this part of the West.
